In his talk 
he informed the farmers of the 
Rosemary district that the site of 
the cheese factory, and the build- 
ing itself, were among the best in 
the Province. Before concluding 
his talk he stated that he could 
see no reason why the co-operative 
venture of Rosemary farmers would 
not be a huge succecss, 

Following Mr. _MacDonald, Mr, 
Ridley spoke for a short time, Mr. 
Ridley is Cheese Maker in the Lin- 
den factory, located near Swall- 
well, Alberta, This factory is the 
largest in Canada, located west of 
the great lakes. 

Mr. Ridley stated that when he 
opened the Linden factory, a few 
years ago, he received only 3,000 
pounds of milk a, day, and that he 
had gradually increased this until 
at the present time he was receiv- 
ing’ 40,000 pounds of milk a day, 
He pointed out that the Rosemary 
district had the same possibilities, 
as both the location of the district 
and the abundance of feed for 
livestock were determining factors 
in the success of the enterprise.
